BEWARE THE FLOOD 
Just so you can’t say no one told 
you, as we heard some lament back 
in 1956, there is snow in thosehills, 
and soon it will come to town. How 
it does this coming will determine 
whether you calmly watch it flow 
past as a fat, rushing river, or 
whether you will pack up your duds 
and head for higher ground, return­ 
ing later to clean out your cellar 
and maybe the first floor. 
There is everything present that 
contributes to high water. T wo weeks 
ago we reported that the average 
depth of snow in the Allegheny N a­ 
tional Forest area was 14.2 inches. 
In some areas it was 17.3 inches. 
The water content averaged 2.4 
inches, and went as high as 2.9 inch­ 
es. 
There has been m ore snow since 
then, and very little thawing. This 
week you may find the latest figures 
in a current news item. 
Up stream from us where the really 
heavy flow originates we find even I 
m ore snow and less means of re ­ 
taining it. New York state, with 
its open fields and slopes, has hadj 
much m ore snow than we, and it 
will come this way before spring. 


We don’t believe the snow situa­ 
tion is quite as bad as it was in 1956 
when our highest flood w aters of 
modem record were suffered. A t1 
that time the snow was about 16 
inches high, but it had a much high­ 
er water content. Almost fifty per 
per cent, we were told. 
But do not let this lull you into 
security. It is how the show goes 
off, and not how much there is, 
that can determine the size of the | 
flood. 
The 1956 flood was very leisure­ 
ly and mild. It was caused by a grad­ 
ual rise of about a tenth of an inch 
an hour, and it required three long 
days to reach its climax. Plenty of | 
time for all to escape. 
But we have seen cloudbursts 
raise the river six or seven feet 
over night. Let such a rain storm 
arrive when there is snow like we 
lave today, and after a thaw has 
raised the river to the jumping off 
joint, say twelve feet, and you can 
lave m ore water, and have it fast­ 
er, than was the case on March 8, 
1956. 


We hope that much of the federal 
flood money was well spent. Our 
dikes should have been well rein­ 
forced and heightened. We should 
be contained up to nineteen feet. 
Already the hospital is filling 
sandbags and equipping itself with 
other m aterial defenses against a 
flood experience. 
Our rescue division of civilian 
defense has boats listed and is bet­ 
te r equipped for its work than in 
1956. 
The public is m ore aware of the 
potential danger, and today the ten­ 
dency is to be even a bit too alert, 
with alarm often showing when there 
is no danger of a flood. The 1956 
experience made us jumpy. 
* 


WILL IT FLOOD? 
No one can predict at this point 
if it will flood. Everything is there

communities. 
A series of thaws can gradually 
let off much of the snow. And if our 
rains are light and not of long dura­ 
tion they can help rush the snow 
safely to the sea. 
The area covered by the rains 
also is important. If we have sev­ 
eral days of heavy rain, and it it 
precipitates in a wide area includ­ 
ing Jamestown, Olean , and other 
points north, put on your boots. 
Given the same circum stances as 
1956, the water might not go quite 
as high because there may not be as 
much frost in the ground and the 
snow water content is not as heavy. 
But if we have heavier rain, and 
if the weather does not obligingly 
turn cold at the critical point, as it 
did on the afternoon of March 8, 
1956, the losses will be great 
rn 
The losses of 1956 included s 
quarter of a million dollars in the 
East Street Sylvania plant, a couple 
hundred thousand at DeLuxe, two 
days at the United Refinery, $20,000 
at Lo ranger Plastics, andmany oth­ 
ers. (All figures provided by the 
plants involved.) 
In addition we were out of hospital 
service and hundreds were forced 
from homes which were damaged 
and infected by flood waters. The 
[w arren Times stopped publishing 
while its motors were dried, and 
many stores were out of business. 
Some restaurants required much 
work to enable them to meet health 
requirem ents before reopening. 


Add to all this the many hours 
lost by workmen, and the intangi­ 
bles that do not show on the record 
book and you find that floods do not 
come cheap. There also are such 
real amounts as the thousands ap­ 
propriated by the federal and state 
governments to make flood repairs 
in W arren. 


Steps taken to avoid such losses, 
and what some day may be an even 
greater loss, cannot be conscien­ 
tiously labled" pork b arrel’’.A dam, 
or whatever the engineers decide is 
our best flood preventative, is need­ 
ed. Anyone who says o t h e r w i s e 
either is very limited in his study of 
the subject or has a selfish reason.

CAN WE RECEDE THE 
RECESSION THIS SPRING? 
Some of the sm art operators rn 
heavy industry still believe they can 
stem the downward bend of the busi­ 
n ess arrow this spring or by sum 
m er. But we suspect they m issed 
their guess for 1958. 
Unemployment has reached a point 
where it is beginning to pinch the 
economy. And we seenothing direct­ 
ly ahead that will change it. In fact, 
many workmen continue on payrolls 
only because their plants want to 
ceep them in funds. This cannot go 
on for many m ore months without 
i reduction in hours or a complete 
ay-off. 
The real barom eter today is the 
car industry. It is the one which 
really guessed wrong, or pretended 
to. It built longer, lower, and m ore 
juke-boxed cars. The public is buy­ 
ing foreign m akes and thenewRam ­ 
bler. 
The car industry had figured this 
was a year for loans to run out and 
for people to buy cars. But with 
work not very' promising, the car 
owners are hanging onto their old 
models and waiting to see what is 
in store for them at the shop. 
The car industry probably won’t 
make much over five million cars 
this year, if that, and it looks as 
though it wouldn’t sell them. 
Washington does a little talking 
but very little doing of a positive 
nature. The loosening of money 
credits is helpful to those who want 
loans, but any m ajor effect on un­ 
employment will be very long range. 
The expansion of plants has dropped 
to a low level, and even if it were to 
pick up, the immediate effect on the 
economy would be slight. 
No Republican administration has 
shown a willingness to spend much 
money to help recession s. T his one 
is not proving to be an exception. 
Though many public projects are 
ready for the order,Washington sits 
on its hands. By the time enough of 
them could get into production so that 
many men would be given jobs we 


probably would already have worked 
out of the current slump. 
This, as we predicted months ago, 
will happen in the fall.The first sign 
will come from the tooling industry. 
lf the car and home appliance m akers 
decide to really go after business, 
m ajor changes will be effected. Signs 
of this first will come from the tool 
m akers. 


* * * 
An aspect of this tooling business 
that now is receiving much attention 
is the use of epoxy resin plastic. 
Though it has not been perfected to 
the point where dies made from it 
will last as long as steel, it can be 
used where production is in sm aller 
quantities. Cost of tooling is reduced 
as much as sixty per cent. 
Once such plastic tooling is made 
practical for m ass production you 
may see radical changes in design 
every year. Our wonder is, can the 
public afford having its cars and 
other comforts out-dated e v e r y 
year. 
And can the nation? How about 
m aterial waste? 
The next step may be to use the 
plastic in the product, with big steel, 
now running at fifty per cent of capa­ 
city, shuddering at the thought. How­ 
ever, don’t feel bad for the steel 
stockholders. When plastic moves 
in, they will have a financial hand 
in it. 
It seem s to shape up in a picture 
of tomorrow, when the farm er will 
grow the m aterial from which your 
refrigerator, car, radio, television 
set, stove, and appliances are made, 
and also the m aterial which will 
make them. 


lady of the house. Some one either 
wasn't ready f o r such an emergency, 
or didn’t want to be. 
We look for some possibly rough 
tim es in the spring and sum m er. 
Labor is demanding and industry is 
pretending to be hurt, though it tails 
to reduce prices even in the face of 
low demand. 
With Reuther asking for a share 
in the profits, a m ajor change in our 
economy and the relationshp between 
capital and labor may be taking its 
first steps. The taking won’t be easy 
and it will remain for the usual cush­ 
ions to keep a real depression away. 


* * * 
Meanwhile, all will be eyeing 1959, 
and the m achines will be whirling by 
fall to prepare for that year. With 
prom ising labor term s, dies being 
made, and defense orders starting 
to roll, the m arket may be bulling 
before the year is over, even though 
the average family check may not be 
on the fat side. 


Meanwhile, we have the problem of 
over five million unemployed, steel 
at half production, cars not selling, 
tools not being made, and such things 
as paper containers, considered by 
many to be the key to economic con­ 
ditions, doing no m ore than 87 per 
cent of capacity, as compared with 
the 96 per cent of January, 1957. 
Each in his own business life and 
in his job m ust fig u r e t h e immediate 
future accordingly. O u r guess is that 
we still have a few months of com-

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OUR INCOME TAX SIEVE: 
Loopholes Help A Favored Few

WASHINGTON. — 
T h e House 
Ways and Means Committee last 
August reported out H. R. 7628 — 
a tax bill. The vote was 12 to IO. 
This action made no headlines. 
The bill’s tongue-twisting title -- 
“ Extension of Involuntary Conver- 
Aon Tax Treatment to Certain Dis­ 
positions 
under 
the 
Anti-Trust 
Laws” — helps explain why. 
But some committee members 
gave the measure a shorter, more 
understandable title. They called it 
“ the Hilton Hotels bill." 
It is singled out here as only one 
of many possible examples of “ spe­ 
cial interest’’ tax bills. 
If it clears Congress this year, 
H. R. 7628 will exempt the Hilton 
Hotels Corp. from capital gains 
taxes on profits from the sale of 
several 
h o t e l s the government 
forced 
the 
corporation 
to 
sell 
through a civil anti-trust action. 
The Hilton Hotels may claim they 
should not be taxed on profits the 
government forced them to make. 
They may contend that, to realize 
the tax savings provided in the bill, 
they would have to reinvest these 
profits in other hotels. 
But the proposed bill, in effect, 
would give the nation’s largest hotel 
chain a tax reward for failing to 
comply with the anti-trust laws. 


other firms, among them E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours, Sun Oil, Conti­ 
nental Can, Western Electric, Min­ 
ute Maid, General Shoe, RCA and 
Procter & Gamble. 
A flood of similar bills has poured 
into Congressional hoppers in the 
last few years. Some would benefit 
whole industries. Others propose 
special tax relief for groups of tax­ 
payers -- th e ag ed , the s e l f ­ 
employed, working mothers, busi­ 
ness executives. 
Many eventually get enacted. In­ 
fluential members of the Senate 
F in a n c e Committee often succeed in 
tacking them on as riders to other 
tax measures. 
Lobbyists, pressure groups and 
constituents who are big campaign 
givers provide most of the steam 
behind these bills. But the identities 
of these sponsors and beneficiaries 
seldom are revealed. E v e n the 
Treasury often can’t or won’t iden­ 
tify them. 
Pushing such bills through Con 
gress has become a major part of 
the work of Washington’s growing 
army of tax lawyers. This cynical 
comment is credited to one of them: 
“ If you lose a tax case in the courts, 
you can always win it inCongress. 
Not always, but all too often. 
These bills have become as im ­ 
portant to the game of tax avoid­ 
ance as the forward pass to foot­ 
ball. When they succeed, they score 
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encourage others to big. And the fee for the tax lawyer 
And it might 
violate these laws to get similar 
tax benefits. 
The Justice Department opposed 
the bill on grounds that it would 
weaken enforcement of the anti­ 
trust laws. The Treasury fought 
it as giving undeserved “ special 
tax relief.’’ 
But the committee approved it 
behind a “ veil of secrecy” which 
is thrown over much of the special 
tax legislation acted upon by Con­ 
gress. 
No hearings were held on the bill. 
The majority report fails to identify 
the chief beneficiary. Its sponsor, 
Rep. Noah H. Mason (R., 111.), would 
only say that he had introduced it at 
the behest of an unnamed lawyer. 
Logrolling helped push the bill 
through the committee. 
Each year this tax-writing com­ 
mittee devotes a few days to what 
it calls “ m em bers’ bills.” By tra ­ 
dition, each of the 25 members gets 
one pet bill approved. This onehap- 
pened to be Mason’s. 
Like many other special interest 
tax bills, H. R. 7628 masqueraded as 
a “ technical revision” of the Rev­ 
enue Code too complex for most 
people to understand. 
And, also like many others, it 
may drive a loophole in the tax laws

Two Law-makers Fear 
Tax System Collapse 


WASHINGTON. 
-- Some mem­ 
bers of Congress are aware of 
the growing danger that our income 
tax system will collapse as a result 
of the special benefits, preferences 
and loopholes which have made a 
sieve of the Revenue Code. 
Here are typical statements by 
two top Congressional tax policy­ 
makers: 
Rep. Wilbur D. Mills (D.p Ark.), 
new chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee: 
“ We can no longer afford to 
defer serious, large-scale efforts 
to revise our Federal tax system. 
Rep. Thomas B. Curtis (Mo.), 
a high-ranking GOP member of 
the same committee: 
“ I do not believe we can con­ 
tinue much longer under our pres­ 
ent tax structure. It is eroding 
faster every day.” 


who lobs the bill to Congress some­ 
times runs into six figures. 
The Treasury usually -- but not 
always — opposes such bills if they 
cut deeply into tax revenues. Con­ 
gressmen supposedly represent all 
taxpayers, who must pay higher 
taxes to make up any revenues lost 
by these special interest bills. But 
they frequently line up with the lob­ 
byists. 
Worst of all, perhaps, thesem eas- 
ures quickly become enbedded in the 
tax structure. Only when they open 
such h u g e loopholes that public scan­ 
dals threaten are they repealed. 
The 1954 revision of the Revenue 
Code provides many examples of 
such special tax benefits. One of the 
aims of the new Code was to close 
loopholes, and it did seal off about 
50 of them. But it opened hundreds 
of new ones -- some unintention­ 
ally. 


One of the most dramatic was 
closed quickly. It was supposed to 
help a few companies by letting 
them charge off estimated future 
expenses against current taxes.Tax 
lawyers quickly saw the chance this 
offered for all businesses to save 
taxes. Congress and the Treasury 
^elatedly awoke to the possibility 
that this little loophole might cost 
the government — and other tax­ 
payers -- $2 billion in revenues. 
Last year the Ways and Means 
Committee made a heroic effort 
to close a few of the “ unintended 
benefits” granted by the 1954 Code. 
The resulting Mills bill won com­ 
mittee approval, but still must clear 
the House and Senate. 
One loophole the Mills bill would 
close is the $5 a day tax exemption 
for “ subsistence allowances” for 
state and local police voted in 1954.; 
At the time it would have given 
special tax relief denied to other 
taxpayers to a few police who re ­ 
ceived such allowances. Congress 
voted it in a burst of sympathy for 
“ underpaid cops.” 
But many states and cities began 
to designate $5 a day of the regular 
pay of their police as “ subsistence 
allowances.” Some even gave police 
status to watchmen and guards so 
they could claim the same exemp­ 
tion. 
The committee found that this 
little “ tax break” was going to cost 
the government — and other tax­ 
payers — $50 million a year. 
The Mills bill doesn’t touch some 
of the more glaring loopholes in the 
1954 code. Wealthy taxpayers have 
taken advantage of these complex 
“ unintended benefits” -- including! 


such devices as Canadian invest­ 
ment funds, multiple trusts and so­ 
called “ in-oil” payments— to avoid 
millions of dollars in taxes. 
And at least one “ special benefit” 
provision sneaked into theMills bill. 
The “ Singer Sewing Machine” pro­ 
vision would permit U.S. companies 
which do business abroad to spread 
the credits they receive for taxes 
paid to foreign governments over 
an eight-year period. It would save 
the Singer Sewing Machine Co. anda 
few other firms about $5 million a 
year in U. S. taxes. 
Another little bill which sped 
through Congress in 1956 illustrates 
how deeply ingrained the philosophy 
of special interest tax legislation 
has become. This private bill “ for 
the relief of the Cannon Founda­ 
tion” slipped through unnoticed in 
the closing days of the session. 
Rep. Clarence Cannon (D., Mo.), 
powerful chairman of the House Ap­ 
propriations Committee, set up the 
foundation in 1950 to channel his 
gifts to churches and other chari­ 
ties. 
Cannon got the dean of a law 
school to draw up the foundation’s 
charter for him. But the tax laws 
covering foundations are so complex 
that even the dean goofed. 
The Revenue Service held that the 
foundation’s charter did not meet the 
requirements for tax exemption. So 
it disallowed Cannon’s deductions of 
his gifts and upped his tax assess­ 
ment. 
But the little bill to exempt Can­ 
non’s foundation from the tax laws 
sailed through Congress in just four 
days. And it might have escaped 
notice had not T. Coleman Andrews, 
then Internal Revenue Commission­ 
er, been angry at Cannon for his re ­ 
fusal to give the Revenue Service 
more money to enforce the tax laws. 
Andrews mentioned the bill in a 
magazine article. He wrote: 
It

WASHINGTON. — The broad out­ 
lines of President Eisenhower’s plan 
to make over the Department ofD e- 
fense in o rd er to get a greater de­ 
gree of unity and cut down in te r­ 
service squabbling have now taken 
form and a re being given serious 
consideration by the top-level com ­ 
mittee named by Secretary of D e­ 
fense Neil M cElroy to make recom ­ 
mendations to the President.

Refusal To House Negro 
Results In Legal Action 


Legal action to forbid a Warren 
County motel from refusing accom­ 
modations to Negroes because of 
their race is being instituted today 
by the Rev. Leon Sullivan, a Negro 
Baptist minister from Philadelphia. 
The action, brought with the help of 
the American Civil Liberties Union, 
is in the form of a complaint asking 
for an injunction against the Warren 
Motel, near Warren, Pennsylvania. 
According to the complaint, the 
motel management last summer re­ 
fused to make a reservation for 
Sullivan when it learned he was a 
Negro. Sullivan came to Warren 
st July to speak at the vesper 
service of the Jaycee Mid-Summer 
Mardi Gras celebration on July 5. 
Before his arrival, the Rev. G, 
Forrest Sparks of Warren attempt­ 
ed to reserve a room for him at the 
Warren Motel by telephone. The 
Motel management, 
according to 
Sparks, was willing to make the 
reservation until Sparks told them 
that Sullivan was a Negro. They 
then stated they could not accom­ 
modate him. 
The complaint in equity is being 
filed in the Warren county court of 
common pleas by local attorneys, 
John H. Stewart and David W .Swan­ 
son, who agreed to take the case 
at the request of the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Pennsyl­ 
vania. The action is being brought 
under the Pennsylvania Public A c­ 
commodations Act of 1939, which 
forbids the proprietors of any place 
of public accommodation from deny­ 
ing accommodation to any person 
“ on account of race, creed, or 
color” . 
The law provides for a fine up 
to $100.00 , or up to 90 days im ­ 
prisonment, or both. However, Sul­ 
livan is not seeking to invoke the 
criminal penalties provided by the 
law. Instead, he is asking the courts 
to forbid further discrimination a- 
gainst himself or other Negroes. If 
the injunction is granted, the Motel 
would then be obligated to abide by 
the law or be guilty of contempt of 
court. 
The American C iv ilLibertiesUn- 
ion, along with theNational Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement ofColored 
People, has long been interested in 
enforcement of the Act throughout 
Pennsylvania. The two organizations 
won an injunction against the Boule­ 
vard Pools, a large privately-owned 
swimming pool in Philadelphia, in 
1954. This action, which was fought 
up to the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court, established that the Accom­ 
modations

through injunction, as well as by 
criminal prosecution. 
Leon Sullivan is Pastor of the 
Zion Baptist Church, one of the 
largest churches in Philadelphia 
He is particularly well-known for 
his work to combat juvenile delin­ 
quency, and in 1956 he was voted 
by the Jaycees one of the Ten Out­ 
standing Young Men of the nation.

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FCC Investigation 
Sorry Snafu 


By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON. — Not even the 
Pentagon has produced a snafu equal 
to the one in which the inquiry 
into the Federal regulatory agencies 
is now trapped. 
It is a situation in which nobody 
has been wise, few have been brave 
and some are corrupt while prac­ 
tically everybody involved has been 
impetuous and foolish. 
I The inquiry is 
needed and is 
potentially one of the most import­ 
ant ever held here. It began at a 
level equal to its high mission; 
it rests today in a slough of petty 
dissension, backbiting and sordid 
personalities. 
The subcommittee decided it did 
not like the methods of its counsel, 
but instead of firing him forthright­ 
ly, it began a calculated campaign 
to harass and discredit him so he 
would resign. It has allowed wit­ 
nesses who were them selves under 
fire to abuse him; at one point a 
Republican member of the commit­ 
tee suggested counsel be made to 
take the witness chair and be put 
under oath. 
Counsel 
Bernard Schwartz has 
fought back with more courage than 
subtlety. He leaked to newspapers 
the damaging evidence he felt sub­ 
committee m em bers wanted to sup­ 
press; he is now demanding that he 
get a public hearing on the charges 
made against him. 


At one point the subcommittee, 
though it is itself on trial in the 
court of public opinion, threatened 
to fire Schwartz after all. Then it 
belatedly realized that it would be 
left under a cloud of suspicion that 
it wanted to cover up misdoing and 
voted to retain him. 
All this incredible stupidity has 
established a record of still another 
kind. A sm all group of Senators who 
have tried vainly to get some such 
inquiry started in their chamber 
are poised to take the issue to the 
Senate floor if the House subcom­ 
mittee tries to sweep it under the 
rug. 
The truth is that so much blood 
has now been drawn that the inquiry 
must go on. Despite the efforts of 
some subcommittee mem bers to 
hinder him, Schwartz has managed 
to suggest indelibly that very grave 
corruption among the regulatory 
agencies does exist. The p ress is 
aroused and t h e issu e is ready-made 
for all present and potential an­ 
tagonists of the Congressm en in­ 
volved. 


Some people already have been 
hurt and more certainly will be. 
But there is no top-secret-security 
label available to pigeonhole the 
matter. 
Of course, efforts will be made 
to do so. Those who have m isused 
the agencies to win economic bene­ 
fits for them selves will employ 
that economic power to stop the 
unfolding of the story. Members of 
Congress who allowed themselves 
to be persuaded to exert pressure 
on the com m issions have no taste 
for public hearings about it. 
The com m issioners them selves, 
if the first few w itnesses are any 
test, do not enjoy the witness stand. 
Some of them have resisted the 
most routine inquiries about their 
conduct of their offices. 
Political secrets are hard to keep, I 
however, and few politicians care 
to face their constituents in an 
election year with the aura of one 
surrounding them. How to get the 
agency inquiry back on the road 
and keep it there is the question 
before House leaders of both parties.

Whether you will be evacuated 
or seek your own shelter, an em er­ 
gency 
p a c k containing blankets, 
tightly closed containers of food and 
water, clothing, first aid kit, bat­ 
tery radio, flashlight with extra 
batteries, medicine 
an d money, 
should be ready at all times. Keep 
your car in good running order and 
at least half full of gas. The pack 
should be light if you expect to use 
commercial transportation as there 
will undoubtedly be some walking be­ 
tween stations. 
Before you relax and say that you 
are secure in rural Warren County, 
remember we could be seriously ef­ 
fected by a hydrogen blast in Erie, 
Cleveland, or even as far away as 
Detroit.

An entirely new concept of the 
[angers of hydrogen warfare devel- 
• d following the 1954 Pacific bomb 
tests. Previous belief that only the 
immediate area of a blast would be 
effected was quickly discarded when 
news leaked out that Japanese fish­ 
ermen were strangely ill from the 
aftermath of the bomb’s explosion. 
The tests proved that specks of 
dust became radioactive and are 
carried great distances bringing 
death to all living creatures in their 
path. More such dust develops from 
a ground blast than an air blast and, 
in case of war, it would be expected 
the enemy would attempt to cause 
the greatest amount of damage. The 
direction and speed of wind, up to 
80,000 ft., determine the area to be 
covered by lethal doses. Lack of 
protection would leave individuals 
at the mercy of the fallout. 
The Pacific tests also proved 
that protection against fallout can 
be achieved. The Civil Defense be­ 
gan immediately to inform the pub­ 
lic of proper steps each household­ 
er should take. 
A bomb shelter, underground at 
least three feet, is the best protec­ 
tion as radiation will be reduced to 
1/5000 of the rate above ground. To 
be safe from the effects of radiation 
you would have to stay in the shelter 
at least 2 or 3 days. The local Civil 
Defense Radiological Division will 
check the quantity of radiation and 
advise by “ conelrad” when it is 
safe to venture outside. Fortunate­ 
ly, the radiation “ decays” with 
time but the closer to the center 
Of the blast the longer time of quar­ 
antine will be required. 
Lack of the best advance prepa­ 
rations does not mean that nothing 
can be done when the sirens blow. 
Seek some kind of shelter — base­ 
ments are better than ground floors, 
ground floors are better than sec­ 
ond floors, fox holes with branches 
or ground covering are pretty good, 
even run to a bam, under trees or 
anything — don’t stay in the open. 
Obviously, the better your plans 
now, the better your chances of 
survival if the blast does come. 
The C. D. book advises, “ The 
best way to avoid the effects of a 
bomb is to be somewhere else when 
roes off” . Foolish advice, of 
course, but it underlines the needs 
for good evacuation plans. With a 
few hours notice (residual fallout 
is carried to the extremes of the 
atmosphere before falling back to 
earth) and the direction of prevail­ 
ing winds determined at different 
altitudes, many thousands of per-

BEAVER - 
TRAPPING REGULATIONS 
T h e 
Pennsylvania 
season f o r 
taking beavers opens at 7 a. rn*, 
February 15, closes at noon, March 
15. 
Beavers may be taken by the 
trapping method only. Non-residents 
are not allowed to harvest these 
forbearers in the Commonwealth. 
A person may set, tend or operate 
IO traps only. 
Traps must be tagged with metal 
name tags, which must show above 
the ice or water line to permit easy 
inspection without disturbance to the 
traps. Traps may not be set on the 
structure of any beaver dam or 
house, or within 25 feet of the water 
line or the structure of either. A 
person may take four beavers in 
the 1958 season. No trapping may 
be done on Commission-posted 
dams. 
Seals shall be attached to beaver 
pelts by game protectors, to whom 
the skins must be presented within 
IO days after the season closes. 
Beaver skins may not be sold or 
otherwise disposed of legally until 
properly sealed, preferably by the 
game protector in the county in 
which the animals were trapped. 
* * * 


PENNSYLVANIA DUCKS 
GO PLACES 
Nearly 47,000 ducks, almost en­ 
tirely mallards, have been reared, 
leg-banded and released in the Com­ 
monwealth by the Game Commission 
since the spring of 1951, when the 
agency began its waterfowl program. 
By January 30 of this year the 
Commission had received band in-

formation on 5,911 or 12.6% of the 
46,814 ducks 
liberated over the 
seven -year 
period on m arshes, 
ponds ami stream s in the Keystone 
State. The largest number of bands, 
5,209, was recovered from ducks 
shot in Pennsylvania. 
Next came New York State with 
178. The Province of Ontario was 
third, with 139. The State of Ohio 
returned information on 60 of the 
birds; Maryland on 59; Michigan55; 
Virginia 48; New Jersey 37; and 
Delaware 20. In all, records of the 
banded fowl came from 27 states 
and the Canadian provinces of Sas­ 
katchewan, Manitoba, and Quebec, 
as well as Ontario. 
The duck taken farthest from its 
point of liberation was reported 
from Saskatchewan. In the United 
States the longest westward flight 
of the Pennsylvania birds was to the 
two 
Dakotas. 
Some of the ducks 
also traveled as far south as pos­ 
sible in this 
country, ending in 
the game bags of hunters in Florida. 
The northward direction taken by 
the waterfowl is puzzling to many 
persons. Hie explanation is this: 
Apparently, 
as the birds develop 
wing strength in late summer an 
urge 
to 
see 
new 
places causes 
them to make a maiden voyage in 
whatever direction fancy chooses. 
Records prove, however, that many 
of the liberated fowl that survive 
gunfire and other perils in the 
North and South, and during fall 
and spring flights between summer 
and 
winter homes, return to the 
Pennsylvania locality from which 
they departed. There they rear new 
broods of ducklings, eventually to 
provide better duck hunting in the 
Commonwealth. One sign that hunt­ 
ers of this state profit from the 
program is indicated by the fact 
that 
information on over 88% of 
the Commission-released mallards 
cam e from ducks bagged in this 
state alone.

DOGS MENACE WILDLIFE 
The 
annual 
appeal 
to 
all 
dog 
owners to watchfully restrict the 
activities of 
their 
pets to home, 
and property may be "old hat" to 
some persons. But to wildlife the 
possibility of injury or death by 
dogs on the loose in winter is a 
threat not to be shrugged off. 
Some wild 
animals are in hi­ 
bernation, and game birds may fly 
to safety in trees when threatened. 
But deer sometimes 
find them­ 
selves at the m ercy of marauding 
canines. 
In n o r t h e r n P e n n s y l v a n i a 
counties, where crusted snow has, 
for weeks, caused frightened deer 
to become quickly exhausted, the 
white-tails have been easily caught 
by 
their 
domesticated 
enemies. 
Bucks that would have been trophies 
in the 1958 season and does bearing

intent on the kill. 
State law 
stipulates 
that dogs 
shall be kept under control by their 
owners at all tim es, and that dogs 
may be destroyed when in such close 
pursuit as to endanger the life of 
any deer, or when found in the act 
of killing a deer. 
A simple answer to the problem 
lies in dog owners being humane 
and considerate. By tying, penning 
o r housing their pets, night and day, 
the 
owners 
can 
avoid 
possible 
trouble with the authorities, and 
they may avoid the possibility of 
losing a valuable dog that sneaks 
away to roam the fields and wood­ 
lands and menace wild creatures. 


OPEN LAND TO HUNTING 
Last year the Game Commission 
again provided cost-free safety zone 
posters 
to 
property 
owners who 
agreed to allow open hunting on their 
lands, except for the 150 yard zone 
around 
their 
residence and out­ 
buildings. 
The 1957 tally shows 2,149 farms 
not in Farm-Game Projects, having 
a total of 144,883 acres, used the 
safety zone placards and, as agreed 
in return for the service, did not 
post their property with trespass 
signs. 
This is a Game Commission pro­ 
gram that is growing in popularity 
with farm ers who are so generous 
as to permit sportsmen to pursue 
wild game on their lands so long as 
the rules of safety are observed. 
The 
service is widely welcomed 
also by sportsmen who sometimes 
find it difficult to locate suitable 
territory on which to hunt rabbits 
and ringnecked pheasants.
